The late Edwin Denby attended 
to that in a proclamation made 
nearly thirteen years ago, when he 
was secretary of the navy, Ils 
“court ‘martial order,” which has 
never been rescinded, twas: 

“While a native of Guam owes 
perfect allegiance to the Untted 
States, he is not a eltizen thereof,
